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SUMMARY 


Kaliningrad  Ammunition  Depot  Medenau  is 
located  1 kilometer  (km)  west  of  Medenau,  10 
km  northwest  of  Primorsk,  and  22  km  west- 
northwest  of  the  center  of  Kaliningrad  (Figure  1). 

This  secured  installation  covers  approxi- 
mately 1,200  acres  and  contains  a total  of  40 
ammunition  storage,  administrative  and  support 


buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Nine  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  photography  from  August  196 L to  Sep- 
tember 1964  were  used  for  comparative  analysis 
of  the  installation.  No  major  changes  were 
observed  during  this  period. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A single-track  spur  off  the  Kaliningrad- 
Primorsk  railroad  serves  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

Secondary  roads  serve  the  area. 


Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D is  a possible  administrative  and 
support  area  containing  12  buildings. 

.Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  28  ammunition  storage 
buildings  of  varying  sizes  and  shapes. 
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
